Witerary Intelligence, 


From the London Publishers’ Circular, February 1. 

The following is our usual classification of the more important books of 
the fortnight :— 

In Literature, Science, and Art, we have Mr. Matthew Arnold’s Three 
Lectures on Translating Homer, delivered at Oxford; Mr. Wright's two vol- 
umes of Essays on Archeological Subjects, embracing various questions on 
the Art, Science, and Literature of the Middle Ages; two works for Anglers 
—the one by Mr. Henry Wade, entitled Haleyon, or Rod Fishing, with 
colored plates—the other on River Angling for Salmon Trout, by John 

Younger, with a Memoir of the Author, containing also a Treatise on the 
Salmon which may be useful to our Australian friends ; The Medals of the 
British Army, and How they were Won (First Part), by Thomas Carter; Mr. 
Van Buren’s Translation of Morel’s Compendium of Human Histology comes 
under this head: we may also mention a Second Volume of Messrs, Cham- 
bers’s Encyclopedia, with Maps, which promises to form a really valuable 
work ; Professor Owen’s Memoir on the Megatherium, 4to. with 27 plates; 
and Mr. Lovell Reeves’ Elements of Conchology. 

In Geography and Travel we find Mr. C. 8, Forbes’s Campaign of Garibaldi 
in the Two Sicilies, a Personal Adventure, illustrated ; Mr. Lockhart’s Nar- 
rative of Twenty Years’ Experience as a Medical Missionary in China; and 
Out with Garibaldi, or from Melazzo to Capua, a cheap popular work, by 
Mr. W. B. Brookes. 

In Biography and History we have a considerable number of important 
works. First and foremost a volume of Mr. Erskine May's Constitutional 
History of England, from the Accession of George III]. No work more enter- 
taining has for a long time appeared than the Autobiography, Letters, and 
Literary Remains of Mrs. Piozzi, which are edited with great ability by Ma, 
Hayward, who contributes an account of the author's lite and writings; the 
new light thus thrown upon Mrs. Piozzi’s interesting history is likely to 
modify considerably the judgment hitherto passed upon her, and is not the 
less curious from its showing how completely in error was Lord Macaulay, 
not only in his judgment, but in his facts, when he wrote on the subject. 
The Duke of Buckingham’s concluding two volumes of Memoirs, comprising 
the Times of King William the Fourth and even of Queen Victoria, and giv- 
ing curious glim of the secret history of parties in these comparatively 
recent times; Mr. Robert Chambers’s curious and picturesque Domestic An- 
nals of Scotland, from the Revolution to the Rebellion of 1745, after the man- 
ner of his previous pictures of Old Scottish Life ; the Private Diary of General 
Sir Robert Wilson, from the Invasion of Russia, in 1812, to the Capture of 
Paris, adds another to the important collections of historical materials lately 











published ; we have also Mr. Beard’s Port-Royal, a Contribution to the His- 
tory of Religion and Literature in France; a Memoir of Abraham Lincoln, 
President-elect of the United States, with an historical sketch of Slavery, 
reprinted from the 7imes ; Illustrious Men, their Noble Deeds, ete., another 











of the apparently inexhaustible sketches of “our exemplars ;” and we must 
not omit to mention a second volume of Messrs. Cooper’s Athens Cantabrigi- 
enses, a biographical dictionary of eminent Cantabs; and of Dr. py om

Hugh Miller; Sermons preached in Lincoln’s Inn Chapel, by Dr, William 
Thomson; and Sons of Strength, Wisdom, Patience, by the Rev. J. 8. Wat- 
son, which consists of Essays upon Samson, Job, and Solomon, 

In Fiction we may register Katherine and Her Sisters, by the author of 
The Discipline of Life, 3 vols.; The Wild Huntress, by Capt. Mayne Reid, 3 
vols. ; Careladen House, 1 vol. 

In Juvenile Works—The Fairy Tree, or Stories from Far and Near; the 
History of the Gravelyn Family (a series of Short Stories); Alice Errol, and 
other Tales, a volume of Messrs. Chambers’s Library for Young People, 2d 
series. In Law—Mr. Sumner Maine’s Ancient Law, its Connection with His- 
tory, ete., and another Handy-book for Common Law Judges’ Chambers, by 
G. H. Parkinson. In Educational, we have a useful Practical Manual on 
Adult Edueation and How to Promote it, a Prize Essay, by Mr. W. J. Bul- 
lock, First class Government Certificated Schoolmaster ; a History of Greece, 
by T. S. Carr; The Elements of Algebra, for the use of Schools, by the Rev,

Ticxnor & Fretps issue “ Elsie Venner: a Romance of Destiny,” by Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, author of “ The Autocrat of the Breakfast Table,” ete. 
The author observes in his Preface : ‘‘ This tale was published in successive 
parts in the‘ Atlantic Monthly,’ under the name of ‘The Professor's Story,’ 
the first number having appeared in the third week of December, 1859. The 
critic who is curious in coincidences, must refer to the Magazine for the date 
of publication of the Chapter he is examining. In ealling this narrative“ a 
romance,’ the Author wishes to make sure of being indulged in the common 
privileges of the poetic license. Through all the disguise of fiction, a grave 
scientific doctrine may be detected lying beneath some of the delineations of 
character. He has used this doctrine as a part of the machinery of his story, 
without pledging his absolute belief in it to the extent to which it is asserted 
or implied. It was adopted as a convenient medium of truth, rather than as 
an accepted scientific conclusion, The reader must judge for himself what 
is the value of various stories cited from old authors. Le must decide how 
much of what has been told he can accept, either as having actually hap- 
pened, or as possible, and more or less probable. The Author must be per- 
mitted, however, to say here, in his personal character, and as responsible to 
the students of the human mind and body, that since this story has been in 
progress, he has received the most startling confirmation of the possibility of 
the existence of a character like that which he has drawn as a purely im- 
aginary conception in Elsie Venner.” 

Hi. B. Duranp, agent for the estate of the late Daniel Dana, jt favors us 
with a copy of ‘An Office of Devotions for Candidates for Confirmation : in- 
tended «for the Use of both Individuals and Classes,” prepared by the Rev. 
J. F. Young, of Trinity Parish, New York. 

E. P. Durron & Co. publish “ Lessons on the Liturgy of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in America, by a Churchman.” The author observes in 
his Preface: “The Publication of this little Work, the MS. of which has been 
used by the compiler for many years, not, it is trusted, without some good 
effect, in the instruction of Candidates for the Ministry, has originated in a 
conviction common to himself and a large number of the ministers of our 
Church, that there exists a wide-spread deficiency of information, not only 
amongst the younger members of the Church, but even with a considerable 
number of the older and comparatively well informed, respecting the history 
of our Prayer-Book, and the Rationale of our Liturgical Services. A correct 
knowledge of these subjects is unquestionably very essential to a just appre- 
ciation of the piety, purity, comprehensive character, and great spiritual 
beauty of our Liturgy ; and a humble hope is entertained that these ‘ Les- 
sons’ may be of some use in promoting that knowledge.” 

Rupp & Carterton issue “ast Day Sermons; or, the Pulpit on the State 
of the Country.” We append the Preface, as giving a clear idea of the char- 
acter and value of the collection: ‘“ The following Discourses are collected in 
a volume in the belief that they will have a historical interest. These are 
revolutionary times. The country is profoundly agitated, not on a question 
of party, but of national existence. On the very brink of dissolution, we are 
led to pause and review the causes that have broughi us to this. While the 
people attend eagerly to the appeals of their leaders, thoughtful men will 
listen silently for the calm voices of the pulpit, from which they wiil expect 
a clearer statement of the principles which underlie all this popular turbu- 
lence. The particular sermons here introduced, have been chosen not in the 
interest of any party, but as fairly representing the mind of the country, both 
North and South. In the very front of the book is placed the discourse of 
Dr. Thornwell, the leading minister, if not the leading man, of South Carolina 
—one who is regarded by many as being, by his intellectual ascendeney and 
influence, the natural successor of John C. Calhoun. His discourse contains 
the whole argument of disunion. ‘This abstract reasoning is carried out in 
the sermon which follows, by Dr. Palmer, of New Orleans, a native of South 
Carolina, and a former pupil of Dr. Thornwell. His appeal to the South to 
maintain its rights is most earnest and eloquent. In contrast with these fiery 
addresses, and to afford the reader an interval of relief, we place next the 
milder counsels and gentler tones of Dr. Dabney, of Virginia, who speaks less 
as a Southern man than as a minister of the Prince of Peace. Then follows 
a sharp rebuke of disunion from Dr. Robert J. Breckinridge, of Kentucky. 
Of the sermons of Northern preachers, the volume includes those of directly 
opposite views. The learned Rabbi Raphall argues for the ancient Hebrew 
slavery, as ordained of God, and thus as justifying the same institution in 
later ages, and Rey. H. J. Van Dyke assumes the same, while exposing the 
character and influence of Abolitionism, a spirit which he evidently thinks 
not from above, but from beneath. To both of these Prof. Tayler Lewis re- 
plies, not as a vehement orator, but as a Christian scholar, in lucid style, and 
with thoughts well set in logical array. Next, Dr. Vinton, the accomplished 
minister of Trinity, rebukes the spirit of Northern fanaticism, as an offset to 
which, Mr. Beecher stoutly defends the anti-slavery position of the North ; 
and Dr. Bellows argues that the present is a conflict between Civilization and 
Barbarism. The collection closes with a middle-ground sermon from Rev. 
Dr. Adams, of this city. In reviewing these discourses, as they stand kere 
side by side, one cannot but see that the difference which now divides the 
North and the South is not a mere misunderstanding; that there is a real 
and profound difference of opinion. At the same time, seeing how widely, 
and yet how honestly and sincerely, good men may differ, he will be apt to 
learn for himself broader views and a kindlier charity.”
